1 Cor. 9.21. 

This is the first clause of a decla¬ 
ration; made by St. Paul to the Cor¬ 
inthians. A startling declaration, 
surely: “All things are yours.” 
This might be considered in the 
light of a startling declaration, if it 
were made to any conceivable 
class of persons at any conceivable 
time. Certainly to a little obscure 
company of people unknown to 
the world, without social 1 or 
political influence in the com¬ 
munity in which they lived, and 
with very little of this world's 
good. “All things are yours.” The 
words seem extravagant; but are 
they ? That is what we want to 
find out this afternoon. Paul was 
too great a man, and the results of 
Ms preaching of too great import 
ance, for us to say right off that 
Ms remarks are extravagant. (01 
course, speaking literally, in the 
ordinary language which men use 
when speaking of material things, 
it cannot be said truthfully to any 


one, not even to a Vanderbilt or a 


Gould or a RofchcMlds as for that 
matter, that All things are yours. 
What then does Paul mean t In 
order to answer, we must inquire 
a little as to what possession or 
ownership really implies. Is 
ownership always the same thing 9 
Whs not Paul striking down 
through surface speech and sur¬ 
face thinking to deeper facts and 
realities below ! Let us see. To 
begin with, this is not the o 
utterance Paul has .made, convey 
ing the thought that men may ha ve 
wealth that is not in things; thu 
in Ms second epistle to the Cor 
inthians, he speaks of himself 
and his fellow laborers as sorrow¬ 
ing, yet always rejoicing; poor 
yet making many rich ;, having 
nothing, yet possessing all things 
It is possible, too, that Jesus hints 
something of the same kind when 
he declares that the abundance of 
a man consists not in the things 
which he possesseth; also in the 
Beatitude which says: Bless¬ 
ed are the meek, for th 
shall inherit the earth.

He must have been 
thinking of something deeper than 
that. But it is not alone in the 
Bible that we are taught these 
lessons : we find the lessons in our 
daily experience. We even find it 
built into our very forms of speech. 
Wfe are continually calling a thous¬ 
and things ours, in connection 
with which we do not have the 
least kind of a legal title. Can 
you not realize from tMs, that 
.there are really two kinds of 
ownership? Relating to us the 
important fact that those who are 
generally supposed to own the 
most really own the least,, while 
those who are supposed to possess 
little, have great wealth. 

What Is wealth: anyway ? Let 
me declare to you my friends, 
that in the highest and best sense 
of the word, it is health, courage, 
knowledge, love, and faith.

3 Bees servo as active agentsin the fertili- 
Y_ zation of plants and are not destructive in 
g the smallest degree. 

‘ Hives should have ou an average 30 
y pounds of good honey or sugar sirup in 
l_ store to begin tho winter: 

Bees can bo wintered in a cellar, provid- 
3 ed the cellar is not too damp and care is 
taken to have a modorately cool, even 
a temperature. 

O 

Unless care is taken to i)ut the bees 
away in good condition in the fall it will 
9 be useless to expect to find them strong 
l and vigorous in tb,o spring. 

J One decided advantage in wintering the 
(, bees in a good cellar is that they can be 
kept on about half tbe stores that would 
be needed if left unprotected on tho sum 
” mor stands. 

As tbe proper food and temperature can 
3' best be secured in a full colony, tho best 
(3 queens can usually be reared in strong 
colonies, or at least kept in such colonies 
until tho cells aro capped. 

When feed is supplied to them in good 
season, the bees will arrange themselves 
( as cold weather comes on so as to- be close 
( to their supplies and use thera as they 
, may need without leaving tho warmth of 
the cluster.
